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The after final amendment has been considered but has not been entered into the record because: 

1. Claim 75, whichdepends from claim 60 recites Markush members for the group Q, but Q has been deleted from claim 60. 

2. Regarding claim 65, formula III has not been clearly identified in the claim. If the formula shown at page 14 of the remarks filed on 
1/21/2005 is formula III, then this formula has to be identified with a label in the claim. 

3. New claim 80 recites modified silica, carbons and any organic polymer. It is not clear what type of modifications are intended for the 
silica. It is not clear what else applicants intend by the recitation of the plural "carbons" other than carbon itself. In the absence of a 
structure or names, it is not clear what organic polymers are intended by the recitation "any organic polymers". The recitation at page 16, 
lines 1-4 does not clarify this either. 

4. Amended claim 68 does not end in a period. It is not clear if the claim ends as recited or if additional text is intended. 
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
